tears,' and the thought of So- 
viet domination of Southeast • 
Asia is anathema. 

“While 1 cannot speak i 
forthrightly on this sensitive i 
subject, let me pose this ; 
question: ff you were a top ; 
Peking official today, and j 
you s&w the Soviet Union j 
guiding a bold North Viet- | 
namese move to seize all of j 
Southeast Asia, how would j 
you feel about U.S. bombing ! 
of Soviet supplies?”

Packard told guests at a ; 
fund-raising dinner spon- j, 
sored by the San Mateo !■ 
County Republican Central 
Committee at the Villa Hotel 
that he believed the nation 
needs "another four years of 
Richard Nixon in the White 
House” to preserve national 
security. 

“Vie t n a m is onl y on e f a c e t 
of the President’s important 
and exciting new foreign 
policy."* Packard said.

He accused Democratic 
leaders Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey, George S. McGovern, 
Edmund S. Muskie and Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy of show- 
ing "irresponsibility” in de- 
fense and foreign policy 
matters.

Packard, a Peninsula elec- 
tronics executive, also at- 
tacked Democratic domestic 
policies.

Packard said.
